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Town  Meetings  and  Procedure  Thereat. 

Article  1. 

The  Annual  Meeting  for  the  election  of  Town  Officers  shall  he  held 
on  the  first  Monday  in  March  in  each  year.  The  polls  shall  he  open 
at  five-thirty  O'clock  in  the  forenoon  and  shall  remain  open  until 
four-thirty  O'clock  in  the  afternoon,  when  they  shall  be  closed, 
and  it  shall  he  so  stated  in  the  Warrant  calling  said  meeting. 

All  business  of  the  Annual  meeting,  except  the  election  of  such  of- 
and  the  determination  of  such  matters  as  are  by  law  required  to  he 
elected  and  determined  and  the  appropreation  of  money  in  anticipation 
of  the  payment  of  taxes  shall  be  considered  at  the  adjournment  there 
which  ad j ournment^shall  be  held  on  the  third  Monday  of  March  ao  seven 
thirty  6' clock  in  the  afternoon. 

Warrants  for  Town  Meetings  shall  be  served  by  posting  an  attested 
copy  of  the  same , in  the  Post-Office  and  at  the  Town  Hall,  seven 
days,  at  least,  before  the  day  appointed  for  said  meeting. 

The  presiding  officer  may  entertain  motions  without  being  seconded, 
whenever  in  his  judgement  such  procedure  is  consistent  with  good 
order  and  proper  transaction  of  business. 

The  presiding  officer  may  decline  to  put  motions  obviously  frivolou 
or  tending  to  disorder. 

The  presiding  officer  in  propounding  questions  involving  different 
sums  shall  put  the  largest  sum  first  and  in  questions  involving  time 
the  longest  time  first. 

No  article  in  the  Warrant  passed  over,  or  under  which  further  action 
has  been  indefinitely  postponed,  shall  be  again  taken  into  consider¬ 
ation  uni ordered  by  vote  of  two  thirds  present  and  voting. 

No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  upon  any  question,  except  to 
answer  an  inquiry  or  to  give  information  requested,  without  first 
obtaining  leave  of  the  meeting,  and  then  not  until  others  who  have 
not  spoken  upon  the  question  shall  have  spoken  if  they  desire. 

At  any  Tovm  Meeting  held  for  the  transaction  of  town  business,  no 
person  whose  name  is  not  upon  the  list  of  voters  shall  be  admitted 
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to  the  floor  of  the  hall,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  constables 
ind  police  officers  to  enforce  thid  by-lav/,  but  the  same  shall  not 
apply  to  the  annual  state  and  town  elections  while  the  voters  are 
casting  their  ballots  and  pending  the  declaration  of  the  same. 
Section  9,  Articles  in  the  Warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  in  the  order  in  which 
-hey  stand,  except  that  the  Moderator  shall  upon  request  and  for  re¬ 
asons  stated,  entertain  a  motion  to  take  up  an  article  out  of  its 
regular  order . 

Section  10, |  No  motion,  the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  desolve  a  Town  Meeting 
shall  be  in  order  until  every  article  in  the  7/arrant  has  been  duly 
:onsidered  and  acted  upon,  but  this  shall  not  preclude  the  postpone¬ 
ment  of  action  on,  or  consideration  of  any  article  to  an  adjournment 
>f  the  meeting  to  a  stated  time. 

All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  unless  otherwise 
specially  directed  by  the  meeting,  and  all  committees  so  appointed 
shall  be  directed  to  report  within  a  definite  time.  If  a  committee 
does  not  report  within  the  time  stated,  or  the  first  Town  Meeting 
thereafter,  it  shall  be  considered  discharged. 

A  motion  to  reconsider  any  vote  must  be  made  before  the  final  ad¬ 
journment  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  was  passed;  but  a  motion 
to  reconsider  shall  not  be  made  at  an  ajourned.  meeting  unless  the 
mover  has  given  notice  of  liis  intehtion  to  make  such  a  motion  at  the 
session  of  the  meeting  at  which  the  vote  was  passed.  There  can  be 
no  reconsideration  of  a  vote  once  reconsidered,  and  when  reconsidera 
tion  has  once  been  refused  by  the  meeting  the  Moderator  shall  net 
entertain  a  subsequent  motion  to  reconsider.

Finance  Committee. 

Article  11. 

There  shall  he  a  Finance  Committee  consisting  of  nine  voters  of  the 
Town,  no  one  of  whom  shall  he  a  town  officer  now  elected  by  ballot, 
or  an  appointed  official  receiving  a  salary.  The  members  of  this 
committee  shall  serve  without  pay. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  the  year  1917  there  shall  be  elected

Said  Committee  shall  meet  at  the  call  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  choose 
its  Chairman  and  Clerk.  The  Committee  shall^f-oriheibh.  fill  by  appoin 
ment  any  vacancies  which  occur  in  its  membership,  and  said  appointee 
shall  derve  for  the  remainder  of  his  predecessor's  term  of  office. 

The  Finance  Committee  shall  consider  matters  reflating  to  the  appro  - 
preation,  the  borrowing  and  expenditure  of  the  money  by  the  Town,  its 
indebtness,  the  method  of  the  administration  of  its  various  and  de¬ 
partments,  property  valuation  and  assessments,  and  other  municipal 
affairs,  and  may  make  recommendations  to  the  Town  or  any  town  Board, 
officers,  or  committee  relatice  to  such  matters. 

The  Finance  Committee,  or  its  duly  authorized  agents,  shall  have 
uthority  at  any  time  to  investigate  the  books,  accounts,  records, 
r  management  of  any  office  or  department  of  the  Town,  and  said  Com- 
ittee  may  employ  a±xanyj±±m®  such  assistance  as  it  deems  advisable 
or  that  purpose.
